John Graham Purser, 
Fnqineering and Scientific Association of 
Ireland, were made when the Association 
met in the Engineers’ Hall, Dawson street, 
Dublin, on last Monday evening. 

The Chairman (Mr. W. Mg¢Millan, Presi- 
ent) said that since 1ts last meeting the 
Association had lost its founder, in the person 
of John Graham Purser. He had founded the 
Association in 1903, and, before that, another 
association which led up to it. In the minds 
af all those associated with him at that time. 
and up to the present time, he had left a 
memory that was very much cherished, in- 
deed. The speaker had been brought in 
very close touch with him on account of his 


‘maugural address two months before, and he 


would assure the members that, though Mr 
Purser was then a man of eighty-six, he had 
a wost charming personality. He had a keep 
mtellect. and had. interests in the present 
time. Two months ago he had been just full 
uf the Association’s work. They did not often 
«come across such a consistency of loyalty to 
ideas and institutions as that. 

Mr. A, E. Porte said that for many years 
afier the Association started Mr. Purser 
devoted a tremendous amount of time to it, 
From 1903 until the dav of his death he 
always had something wise and something 
fresh to talk about in connection with the 
Association. He had actually arranged to be 
present at the opening meeting of that 
session, and was only prevented from doing 
so at the last moment by a foot injury. He 
then had to leave the city, and telegraphed 


his regreta that he was unable to attend, and 


his good wishes for the meeting’s succeas. 
The meeting unanimously passed a vote of 

condolence to Mr. Purser’s relatives, the 

members standing in silent sympathy.

Upsetting the Apple-Cart 


Last Saturday’s match at Ravenhill pro- 
vided another instance of the tendency 
of Ireland and Wales to upset each other's 
apple-cart when they meet. For both 
countries it is always the last match of 
the international programme, , in 
recent years they have deprived each 
other of the championship by oor $e 
victories. Form pointed to a Welsh win 
on Saturday, and had they come out on 
top, they would have been certain of 
sharing the honours with England, pro- 
viding the latter win at Murrayfield next 
Saturday. In 3932 we administered an 
even greater shock ; for the Welshmen had 
beaten England and Scotland, and were 
to oppose Ireland at Cardiff, with the 
Triple Crown ‘‘in their kets’’ but it 
was not to be; for Ireland won a thrilling 
match by two points. Ireland’s great 
blow came in 1926, when they came to 
Swansea with two victories to their 
credit and half the Rugby followers of 
the country in support, only to lose by 
three points; and never since have we 
got nearer to winning that Triple Crown 
that has eluded us since 1899. 


The Ravenhill Ground 


Until last Saturday I had not been at 
Ravenhill for several years, but, as on my 


| previous visits, I was struck by the fact 


that it could be made into the most com- 
modious sports ground in Ireland, if neces- 
sary. Like Murrayfield, there is only one 
stand, but there is ample room on the 
other three sides for concrete banking, and 
I am sure the enclosure could be made to 
hold 50,000 spectators. There were 
reckoned to be 30,000 people there last 
Saturday, yet there was plenty of room on 
the banks behind the goal-posts. Like 
other big Rugby grounds, the entrances 
are rather narrow, but the accommodation 
is apparently quite ample for present 
needs, since of the 30,000 present about 
12,000 were Welsh visitors. Considering 
how much Rugby is played in, Northern 
Ireland, I have always wondered why the 
attendances at international matches are 
not bigger. 


A Game Worth Watching 


Last Friday was a red-letter day in Irish 
lacrosse, for in defeating Wales we gained 
our first victory in an international match. 
The game in this country is played by 
women only, and I was greatly impressed 
last Friday by their stamina. I had seen 
a match about three years ago against 
Scotland, and the Irish girls were well 
beaten, because they simply could not last 
the pace, but this new young team were 
going stronger than the Welsh women at 
the finish. This victory ought to increase 
interest in a most spectacular game, which 
I enjoyed more than any women’s hockey 
international that I have seen. The 
combination in the passing movements was 
splendid, and there are more exciting in- 
dividual runs than in hockey. Above all, 
it is an infinitely more graceful game, and 
one of the few male spectators there 
enjoyed h*mself thoroughly. 


Naas Hockey Team 

It was really a remarkably fine per- 
formance on the part of Naas to play a 
draw with Trinity in the Leinster final 
of the Irish Senior Hockey Cup, consider- 
ing the fact that the holders are still 
unbeaten since October, 1933, and have 
been playing at the top of their form 
recently.

One Banbridge supporter 
stationed himself behind the North Down 
goal in the second half, and whenever the 
North Down players came back for a 
corner he remarked in ringing tones that 
it was no wonder that Ireland could not 
win the triple crown when such players 
as Macdonald could get on to the side. Con- 
centration on the cup-tie must have. been 
somewhat. difficult under these circum- 
stances ! 


R.A.F. Boxing Visit 


The visit of a Royal Air Force hoxing 
team to Belfast to meet ter next Fri- 
day is another sign of file advance of 
amateur boxing in the N@th of Ireland.

Another Double International 


In my paragraph last week on men who 
have been “ at both Rugby football 
and hockey, I overlooked W. E. Bryce, of 
Scotland, who won greater distinction at 
Rugby than either H. L. Price or Judge 
Sealy, and was also a fine hockey player. 
Bryce’s Rugby career was short—he only 
played for his country for three seasons: 
1922, 19235 and 1924, eleven times in al]— 
then a shoulder injury compelled him to 
give up the game. He was a great loss to 
Scotland; for he was the. outstanding 
scrum-half of his day. He at once showed 
skill at hockey, and soon got his place at 
inside right on the Scottish team, keeping 
it consistently until last season, when he 
showed a decided falling off in form. He 
was not one of the big figures of the game 
like Price, but he was a most useful 
forward, his speed and dash making him

HEN Dublin's tramcar and omnibus 

WV services are restored—and may it be 

soon!—problems of street tra rt 
not less difficult and of much more abiding 
importance will remain for solution, Even, 
therefore, while the transport shoe, so dis- 
tressingly pinches the majority of citizens, it 
may be helpful, in the light of recently pub- 
lished information, to consider the bearings 
of future public service traffic developments 
on general civic welfare. 

Pursuing the general train of thought 
which was advanced in the Jrish Times of 
the 8th of last month, under the title of 
“ Dublin's Traffic Problems’? (in which a 
case was made for a revised basis of tram- 
car taxation), the facts and figures disclosed 
in the official statistics of Dublin city and 
suburban omnibus traffic for 1934, and im 
the Dublin United Tramways Company’: 
annual report for the same period, may now 
be subjected to brief review. From simple 
collations of a few outstanding facts and 
figures from these documents it is possible to 
derive the following instructive and interest, 
ing tabular statements :—

Dealing first with the latter table, it is we!l 
to clear away the possible assumption that 
the tramear, qt tramear, has greater earn- 
ing powers than the ‘bus, gua ’bus, by noting 
certain facts which were peculiar to last 
year’s transitional conditions in Dublin. In 
Cork city and suburban services the mileage 
receipts of modern double-deck ‘buses, 
organised and operated ms the Great Southern 
Railways, amounted to 13 pence per mile, as 
compared with ‘the Dublin two-deck tram- 
car’s average of 13.3. g mile. Upon the 
PA Dublin’s ble-« vehicles 
while a consider.

services have—with negligible exceptions— 
assed under a centralised control, it may 
airly be anticipated that the small "bus will 
disappear, and that a substantial proportion 
of modern double-deck vehicles will soon 
materially contribute both to the gross earn- 
ings and to the net revenues of the Dublin 
United’ Tramways Company’s omnibus fleet. 
Meanwhile, it is interesting and reassuring 
to observe that the company—during a diffi- 
cult and uncertain transitional year—secured 
a net profit of £13,300 upon a capital outlay 
of £340,000; and that, even upon the very 
modest assumption that an increase of one 
penny per vehicle mile can be secured during 
this year, the results of operating the 
vehicles represented by that capital invest- 


ment should secure a substantial—if not a 
liberal—omnibus dividend for tramway 
shareholders. . 


RUNNING COSTS COMPARED 


Dealing with another aspect of the com- 
pany’s report and balance sheet, it is 
interesting to observe that the cost per 
tramcar-mile (which includes outlays for 
power, maintenance and traffic expenses anil 
general charges), amounted to slightly more 
than elevenpence, ae. aa no corre- 
sponding figure is vouchsafed for costs per 
omnibus-mile. But the fact that receipts 
of between eightpence and ninepence per 
omnibus-mile sufficed to cover all outlays, 
and to provide a year’s net profit. of over 
£15,000, would seem to warrant the con. 
clusion that—even under extremely adverse 
conditions—the margin between costs and 
receipts per vehicle mile was not less Wn 
proportion for the ’bus than for the tramcar. 

With such ascertained tramcar operations 
data—and conservative estimates of the com. 
pany's undisclosed omnibus records—to work 
upon, we may now advert to the really im- 
partons questions (discussed in the ría 
ftmes of the 8th of February) of how the 
interests of the Dublin United Tramways 
Company’s shareholders may most afleotively 
be brought into line wit general public 
convenience.  P) g upon the assump- 
tion that the immediate, or gradual, substitu. 
tion of modern omnibuses for tramears is 
desirable (and, indeed, that such a transition 
may soon be dictated by general traffic con- 
ditions in congested central areas) the vital

The Public’s Right | 


Yesterday—on the ninth day of the 
Dublin transport stoppage—the Free State 
Government decided to intervene. Its late, 


and Commerce to the Dublin United 
Tramways Company and the two unions 
which are concerned in the dispute. The 
Government makes three definite proposals 
as the basis of an agreement. It suggests 
that the driver whose dismissal led to the 
strike shall be reinstated—in spite of the 
fact that the Court of Inquiry found him 
guilty of dangerous driving; that, when 
work has begun again, the Conciliation 
Board shall reconsider the trade unions’ 
claims in respect of wages and working 
conditions; and that, if the Board agrees 
upon any increase in wages, the increase 
shall be payable as from the end of the 
strike. If report is true, these proposals 
may be accepted by the men. The members 
of the Amalgamated Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, who form a 
majority of the strikers, will be recom- 
mended to accept them at a mass meeting 
this morning, and they will be placed 
before the Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union later in the day. It 
remains to be seen how they wi. appeal to 
the. Dublin United Tramways Company ; 
but, if that company and the two unions 
agree to them, work, presumably, will be 
started at once. We hope most sincerely 
that either these proposals, or other 
proposals, will be accepted, and that a 
stoppage which has caused unbounded dis- 
comfort to the public will be brought to 
an end. What the terms may involve 
matters little to the public. The essential 
thing is that the strike shall cease without 
delay. 

The Minister’s letter implies that he has 
lost patience with the strike; and most 
people will sympathise with him, while 
regretting that his patience has lasted so 
long. He. shows quite clearly that, in his 
view, the Act of Parliament which 
ericouraged the creation of a transport 
monopoly in Dublin was not intended to 
permit any such state of affairs as a general 
stoppage, and he issues a warning that the 
monopoly may be removed if the risk of 
such a stoppage remains. The position 
certainly is outrageous. During the tram- 
way strike of 1929 there were many 
private omnibus companies, which were 
able to provide skeleton services, and thus 
to alleviate some of the people’s discom- 
fort. To-day, as a result of the Tramway 
Company’s monopoly, the breakdown is 
complete. The framers of the Transport 
Act ought to have contemplated such a 
possibility, and to have inserted conditions 
which would prevent it; b nks to 
their negligence, or lack of vision, the 
Dublin public has suffered for the last ten 
days through no fault of its own. The 
experience of those ten days, we hope, will 
teach the Government a lesson. It ought not 
to have created a monopoly of transport in 
Dublin unless it was prepared to safeguard 
the people's ordinary rights; and it must 
repair the omission without delay. If the 
monopoly is to y be continued—and in 
various respects its continuance is desir- 
able—steps must be taken to ensure that, 
whatever causes of dispute may arise at 
any time in the future, there shall be no 
failure of the tramway and omnibus 
services. 

Democracy, according to modern ideas, 
involves the right of workers to strike for 
an improvement of their conditions. The 
right, however, becomes intolerable when 
its chief victims are neither the masters 
nor the men in the particular business 
concerned, but the general public, If the 
work of the Post Office, or of the Elec- 
tricity Supply Board, or of the Corpora- 
tion’s water system, should be brought to a 
sudden stoppage by the action of aggrieved 
employés, what would the Government's 
answer be? Transport, like the posts, the 
electricity supply and the water supply, is 
a public service, and any deliberate suspen- 
sion of it ought to be an offence against 
the law. The workers of this country 
profess an implacable hatred of Fascism ; 
yet it is the recurrence of such situations 
as this transport strike which has brought 
Fascism into being in other countries, and 
may yet. give it a foothold in Ireland. 
There are two possib¥#¥ courses. Unless 
transport is to be nationalised by the 
Government or municipalised by local 
authorities, some means must be found to 
ensure that all disputes in a public 
service shall be subject to compulsory 
arbitration, and that the public shall not 
be penalised by the sudden failure of the 
service. Employers and trade unions 
alike will detest the second course as an 
infringement of their liberties; but the 
public need overrides their likes and 
dislikes, It is a scandalous thing that a 
city of 400,000 people should be penalised 
because of a dispute between the employers 
and employés on any question, however 
important. Such a position is not an 
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into a command; it will insist that the

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Church and State 


While there seems to be a lull in the 
conflict between the  Boman Catholic 
Church in Germany and Herr Hitler's 
Government, the dispute between the 
Protestants and the Nazi authorities has 
broken out again in an intensified form. 
On last Sunday pastors of churches that 
owe allegiance tothe Prussian Confessional 
Synod read a manifesto to their congrega- 
tions attacking the idea of a Nordic racial 
religion. The secret police apparently 
knew that this manifesto was to. be read, 
and Dr. Frick, the Minister for the 
Interior, tried to forbid it at the last 
moment. He sent telephone messages to 
as many pastors as possible on Sunday 
morning; but the great majority of them 
ignored his injunction, and the manifesto 
was read almost everywhere. In Pomerania 
the police made several arrests among the 
clergy. In several parts of the country 


the police; but in Berlin, where Dr. 
Niemoeller, the former U-boat commander, 
leads the opposition to the Government 
in his church at Dahlem, no action.was 
taken. Dr. Niemoeller not only read the 
manifesto, but requested his congregation 
to take an oath of allegiance to the Synod, 
thus defying Dr. Frick virtually on his 
own door-step. The manifesto was couched 
in strong terms. It denounced the 
Rosenbergian philosophy, declaring that 
the theory of a Nordic religion was 
contrary to the first Commandment, and 
that, instead of being an aspect of 
“positive. Christianity,’’ as preached 
originally by the National-Socialist Party, 
it actually was anti-Christian, and there- 
fore must be spurned by the Protestant 
people, 

A critical stage has been reached 
in the controversy. Dr. Marahrens, the 
leader of the opposition pastors, refuses 
point-blank to recognise the spiritual 
authority of the Reichsbishop, Dr. 
Mueller, who is supposed to enjoy the 
confidence of Herr Hitler himself, Dr. 
Mueller, following the Hitlerite Fuehrer- 
prinzip, insists that the Protestant 
churches must be unified from above, just 
as the totalitarian State was created by 
Herr Hitler. Dr. Marahrens, who is sup- 
ported by all the opposition pastors, takes 
precisely the opposite view—namely, that, 
if unity between the Protestant churches 
is to be achieved, it must be built up from 
the unit of the parish. The real issue, 
of course, is whether or not the Protestant 
churches in Germany are to become sub- 
servient to the Nazi Government. Sunday’s 
arrests seem to indicate that the authorities 
are intensifying their campaign against 
the pastors, although it has been suggested 
that, if Herr Hitler had not been on 
holiday at Berchtesgaden, in Bavaria, the 
Berlin and Pomeranian police might not 
have’ been quite so zealous in the per- 
formance of their “duty.” If Herr Hitler 
continues to support Reichsbishop Mueller 
in his attempts to cow the Protestants, 
trouble evidently not only will continue, 
but will increase. Without the Fuehrer’s 
help Dr. Mueller will be impotent. It is 
an intensely interesting situation, par- 
ticularly in view of the fact that the big 
fight between Berlin and the Vatftan is 
only in, abeyance. 
always have believed, that, if the struggle 
is allowed to develop, Hitlerism will be 
smashed by the combined Churches. Herr 
Hitler has quite enough political wisdom 
to recognise the danger, and we should 
not be at all surprised if he should allow 
the controversy now to die a natural 
death. 
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Too Many Oysters 


Thera are certain foods inalienably 
associated with a fashionable existence. 
They are pdté de foie gras, caviar and 
oysters. All of them bear the merit of 
being extremely expensive, in comparison 
with their nutritive value; and the latter 
two, in addition, enjoy a markedly exotic 
appearance. Their correct consumption 
may be attained only after instruction at 
the hands of an expert, and even then it 
requires real sophistication to carry it off 
with effect. The ordinary man, faced with 
a stggk, has no scruples about going for 
it bald-headed ; the fiercer the fight the 
sweeter will be the victory. In the matter 
of caviar, however, a greater refinement of 
touch is necessary. Some favour spreading 
it gently upon a thin piece of nicely 
browned toast, and then conveying the 
finished product to the mouth with a 
delicately unconcerned air; others prefer 
to use a small silver fork and the piece of 
toast to assemble the load. ~ Whatever the 
method, however, the result is always the 
same. Hunger has been assuaged in a 
manner compatible with good breeding 
and innate refinement. There has been 
none of that vulgar wrestling, so prominent 
in the case of the steak-eater. Oyster- 
lovers, too, have their own school of 
thought. Probably the method in most 
general acceptance is the one in which no 
utensil is employed. The oyster 
sprinkled, in conservative quantities, with 
vinegar and pepper, and is then shot 
straight down. The shell serves as a spoon. 
A small, but powerful, minority, however, 
is accustomed to prong the food with a 
tool combining the better points of a knife | 
and a fork. The mouth receives it from 
this. Amid all these complexities and 
niceties of behaviour, one fact alone stands 
out. If the things were not so very expen- 
sive, so utterly recherché, probably not 
one débutante in ten would continue to 
eat them. We do not believe that anybody 
ever really recovers from his, or her, first 
sight of an oyster, or of a tin of caviar. It 
is well-nigh impossible to rid one’s mind 
of snails and frog-spawn. Fortunately, 
hearty eaters now are in a position to 
justify their opinion. At Royan, near. 
Paris, a thousand oysters may be obtained 
for one and sixpence. Will anybody buy 
them? - 
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nt—in spite 
of all the schemes which have been put 
forward, we remain one of the most 
respect, Yet the signs of the times are 
unmistakable. Taken by itself, the state- 
ment that America intends to establish a 
regular aeroplane service over the Pacific 
is merely an interesting item of news, but, 
in conjunction with the plans proposed by 
other ‘countries, it assumes a larger signi- 
ficance. The fact that it is intended to 
connect the Pacific Coast by air with the 
Far East—a distance of eight thousand 
miles—means that yet another link has 
been forged. Transport by air, already 
having passed beyond the embryonic stage, 
soon will become general throughout the 
world, and the experimental routes of 
to-day will be the established routes of 
to-morrow. Since the War, travel by air 
has become a commonplace in Europe and 
America, and within the last few years 
more and more new rotites have been 
opened up. The pioneers have been strik- 
ing out the trail which will be followed 
by their successors—to Africa and 
Australia, across the Pacific or across the 
Atlantic. It is the latter route which 
concerns us most closely. There is little 
doubt that a trans-Atlantic service will be 
established sooner or later, and it depends 
on our own attitude whether Ireland wil! 
be able to earn the reward to which she is 
entitled by her geographical position. If 
she makes the right preparations, she may 
become an important base in the air route 
between Europe and America; if not, the 
route may take a different direction.

OSLO, Tuesday. 
A new land, which has been named 
Ingrid Christensen’s Land, has-been dis- 


j covered in the Antarctic by a Norwegian 


oil tanker, the Thorshavn, and has been 
taken possession of in the name of Norway. 

This new discovery, which is announced 
to-day in the Norwegian Journal of Com- 
merce and Shipping, is not only of import- 
ance in the mapping out of the South 
Antarctic regions, but may lead to Norway 
annexing more territory in the Antarctic. 
Some explorers hold that the Antarctic 
contains considerable possibilities of ex- 
ploitation. . 

It will be recalled that some years ago 
Norway carried on a controversy with 
Britain over the ownership of Bouvet 
Island, which is of value to the Norwegian 
whalers operating in the Antarctic. 

The new land, which is partly covered 
with ice, and partly bare and denuded of 
vegetation, is situated between 80.45 de- 
grees east, 67.50 degrees south, and 73.00 
east and 69.10 degrees south, in the 
Enderby land quadrant. 

The captain of the Thorshavn, which is 
owned by the Lars Christensen Whaling 
Company, went ashore and hoisted the 
Norwegian flag. He also took photographs 
of the spot and left a dépét it ehetes. 
The Thorshavn’s discovery means that 
Norwegian explorers have at last found 
the missing link between King Leopold 
wand, Queen Astrid Land, and Lars 
Christensen’s Land. 

Norway’s new territory has been named 
Ingrid Christensen’s Land, after the wife 
of Mr. Lars Christensen, head of the whal- 
ing company. 
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Since they came together a few seasons 
ago to take part in the revival of madrigal 
singing at the Feis Ceoil, The Good Com- 
panions have proved immensely popular at 
their varicus recitals of madrigal singing.

Morris, 
and also songs from Stanford’s ‘‘ Princess,” 
Hearing this group of singers master the 
intricacies of such a composition as “ Mars 
in a Furv.” set by Weelkes for six voices, 
one felt that they had little to learn of this 
art of madrigal singing, and that they could 
make true claim to this ‘‘ accomplishment of 
a gentleman.’’ Indeed, it is a debateable 
point, whether many of the house-parties of 
the Elizabethan period of madrigal singing 
possessed the art and grace of The Good 
Companions. 

That they can enter info the mood of the 
songs was shown by their treatment of 
Farnaby's “ Simkins Said tliat Sis was Fair, 
Merley’s “ About the Maypole New.” the 


serious air of Wilbves ‘‘Sweet Honey- 
sncking Rees." and the playfulness of the 
“ Klves' Dance.” by John Bennet. 


There was also some splendid singing in 
the Morris group of English folk-songs, with 
their quaint touch of humour. —“ Blow away 
the morning dew’’ was given with great 
gusto, with the refrain very strongly sug- 
gestive of one of our own old Irish airs, 

The Good Companions were assisted by 
Miss Thelma Reiss, ‘cello player, new to 
Dublin. She proved a very accomplished 
player, with rather an intimate style that 
was quite captivating. In. her opening 
piece, the Adagio and Hondo from Haydn's 
Concerto in C Major, she produced a lovely 
ur of tone, and for one so young she 
isplayed a wonderful technique. That she 
possesses temperament, and has the ability 
to express it in finished musical interpreta- 
tion, was evident, not alone in the Haydn, 
but later in the dainty Serenade of Delius, 
Tschaikovsky's “ Valse,’’ and “La Fileuse,’’ 
by Dunkler.

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TO-DAY IN THE DAIL 


LIVELY DEBATE EXPECTED 
ON CIVIC GUARD ESTIMATE

Under this Order the importation is 
rohibited, as from 13th March, 1935, of 
Voven Woollen and Worsted Tissues 7 
ounces and over in weight per square yard, 
12 inches and over in width, and exceed- 
ing 1s.

The Order contains a provision permit- 
ting importation under licence. 

' Woven tissue which has been subjected 
to a process of rubber proofing, or forms 
part of a composite cloth which has been 
subjected to a process of proofing, and floor 
coverings are exempted from the prohibi- 
tion of importation effected by the Order. 
Under the Control of Imports Act a 
Register of Importers will be set up in the 
Department of Industry and Commerce in 
respect of the Order, Forms of application 
for the registration of importers and for 
import licences may be obtained at the 
offices of the Department, Lord Edward 
street, Dublin.

to-day :—With the crossing of the Struma 
by the Government troops under Genera! 
Kondylis the resistance of the Greek in- 
surgents has been broken on land, and 
the rebel ships had almost all capitulated 
last night. The formidable revolt of the 
Venizelist Party, which broke out twelve 
days ago, is virtually ended, and with its 
failure a remarkable career has been 
brought to a sorry conclusion. M. 
Venizelos has often been acclaimed, and 
rightly acclaimed, as a great statesman, 
who has not merely rendered immense ser- 
vices to his country, but has also played 
a notable part in internatioral affairs 
hefore, during and after the Great War. 
A reformer at home, a re-energiser of his 
nation, architect of the Balkan Alliance 
against Turkey, the leader of his country, 
in spite of Royal opposition, into the 
War, he acquired during the subsequent 
peace-miaking an ascendancy which seenred 
to secure for Greece everything for which 
she cared to ask. But at the moment of his 
greatest triumph he was rejected by a 
vote of his own people, and now, alter 
further periods of Premiership from 1928 
to 1932, and in 1933, his eighth, he suffers 
what may be presumed to be his final 
eclipse of fortune; for the revolt which 
has brought him down must appear, even 
to his warmest admirers, to have been a 
eriminal error. | 

There can be little doubt that the chief 
canse of the rising was simply the deep 
and long-standing fued between Venizclists 
and Rovalists. Faction has never long 
been absent from Greek history, and since 
the war-time quarrel between King Con. 
stantine and M. Venizelos it has found a 
fertile seed ground in the rivalry of the 
two parties. If one was in power the 
partisans of the other had little prospect 
of official favour, and charges of corruption 
were regularly made by the opposition 
against whichever party was for the time 
wR, CARI profit and promotion.

NEW RENT BILL 
Richard Byrne. (Nationalist) moved 
the second reading of a. private mem- 
ber’s bill—the Rent (Restriction) Amendment 
Bill, the main provision of which is to set 
up a fair rent court. It also deals with the 
recovery of rent paid in excess, and that 
there shall be no orders for ejectment from

Moving the. second reading of the bill, 
Alderman Byrne said that the rents of. de- 
controlled houses had gone up from 30 to 40 
per cent., while the rents. of business 
premises. had increased to an unreasonable 
amount. The rents of new houses, shops 
and business premises were also unreasonable, 
and he suggested that in view of the increase 
in valuations the rents were likely to soar 
to higher levels by this bill. 

Mr. T. J. Campbell, K.C. (Nationalist), 
supported the bill. 


_AN OBJECTION _. 

Mr. William Grant (Unionist) said if the 
bill had been confined to the establishment of 
a fair rent court he would have supported it, 
but it contained a number of other provisions 
which he could not support. Thousands of 
terants in Northern Ireland were much &n- 
ce@ed at present, as they believed that the 
new valuations may take their house: outside 
the Rent Restriction Act. 
Mr. J. Beattie (Labour) declared that the 
criticism that had heen levelled at revalua- 
tion will be nothing ‘to the upheaval that 
will take place if the Government attempts 
to interfere with the Rent Restriction Act 
except to widen the scope of it.

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EW of our :rish industries have. had 
as long and difficult a struggle against 
external competition as the Irish Milling 
Industry. The country’s connection with 
the muillirg industry dates back to a very 
early period, and-in no country was the 
raising and grinding of grain more 
rapidly developed. Long before the intro- 
duction of the roller system in ..ustria- 
Hungary about one hundrec years ago, 
there was an enormous demand for Irish 
milled flour on the continent. 

In the middle of the last century, as 
statistics show, there was an average of 
650,000 acres under wheat in the twenty- 
six counties now constituting the Free 
State. Then with the change in the trend 
of world trate the continental market was 
gradually lost. American, and British

vast quantities of flour in excess of their 
own country’s demands, and. could then 
dump the surplus into Ireland at a cost 
price that prevented competition. How- 
ever, there were still Irish millers who 
held out in face of the fierce competition, 
but the position was such that in 1907 the 
milling industry afforded employment only 
to about 4,500 persons. The value of the 
output of the mills was £7,500,000, but 
the cost of production was so high that 
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~ Some relicf was forthcoming when, with 


the outbreak of the Great War, the 
British Government took over control of 
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Milk in Clean, Clear Glass fottles, 
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all the mills in Ireland, and regulated 
prices and the guality of flour produced. 

In 1918 the value of the milling in- 
dustry had grown to £7,600,000, compared 
with £2,750, in 1904, but in the years 
aíter the war the industry was again 
jeopardised owing to the dumping 
methods of the external millers.

'. census of pretuction of 1926 
was taken it was ascertained that there 
were then in the Free ~tate about 750 corn 
mills, excluding small mills on farms, 
but of these 650 were small mills, the 
value of whose products milled for sale 
and the amounts -oceived by them for 
milling on commission: represented less 
than five per cent, ef the total p-oducts 
of all mills in the Free State: It may 
be assumed that the value of the grain 
received by them for milling on com- 
mission basis did not exceed £350.000 in 
1929. For those reasons the census of 
production so far as milling was concerned 
confined itself to the operations of the 105 
more important mills, each of which had 
a gross output valued at £5,000 or over 
in the year 1929. According to the 
census of 1929 there were thirty-one mills 
in the Free State producing flour, fifteen 
producing wheat-meal, but no flour, and 
fifty-nine not milling any wheat. The 
selling value of the products and by- 
products of the 105 mills in the year 1929 
was £7,577,782, as compared with 
£7,242,756 in 1926. The gross output in 
1931 was £5,401,416, but the net output 
for that year—that is, the excess of the 
grost outpu; over the total cost—was 


£1,134,817, as against £758,537 in 1929. 


EXPERIMENT IN TARIFFS 


The problem of the milling industry, 
whether it should be selected as an in- 
dustry for the new experiment in tariffs, 
was the subject of long and careful con- 
sideration. Much agitation was raised by 
the native producers, ‘and inquiries were 
held and reports furnished. It was not 
until 1932 that a definite move to apply 
protection was made, and then under the 
new Government there was imposed a 
tariff of five shillings on every sack of 
flour imported. The immediate effect of 
this tariff was seen in the increased out- 
put and i .2ased number of mills in 
operation, whilst increased employment 
followed hand in hand. 

The production of Irish-grown wheat is, 
of course, one of the foremost objectives 
in the Government’s plan of making this 
country self-sufficing. They aim at 
getting back to, if not exceeding, the 
figures of those halcyon days of the 
middle of the last century. 

In 1847 the acreage under wheat in

the twenty-six counties was as stated, 
670,000. In 1932 the acreage under wheat 
in the Free State was only 20,000 acres. 
In the following year, in consequence of 
the Government’s wheat pol-ry, the num- 
ber of acres had increased to 55,000, and 
]ast year upwarcs of 90,000 acres were 
planted under wheat. To satisfy the 
total requirements of the Free State in 
milled wheat would necessi ate the plant- 
ing of 800,000 acres. 


“GROW MORE WHEAT” 


Advocates of the '' Grow More Wheat ”’ 
policy see no reason why th. Irish farmer 
should not extend his wheat acreage & 
& paying proposition. In 1935 the farmer 
was given a bounty on his millable wheat 
of at least seven shillings a barrel above 
his sale price. For wheat sold before the 
middle of December, 1934, the Govern- 
ment gave a guaranteed price of ads. 6d. 
per barrel, and for wheat marketed after 
the middle of January, 1935, the guaran- 
teed price is 26s. per barrel. 

The Government, in pursuance of its 
policy, also introduced the Agricultural 
Produce (Cereals) Act of 1933, which 
takes full account of the importance of 
having the right direction and control 
in the milling of wheat and other cereals. 
The Act provides for the control and 
regulation of wheat milling, the pro- 
vision of subsidies in respect of wheat 
milled in inland mills, the registration 
of flour importers, millers, wheat im- 
porters, dealers, growers, ete., with re- 
strictions on the carrying on of certain 
businesses; provision for bounites on 
home-grown millable wheat, and the im- 
position of restrictions on the sale of 
imported wheat and the re-sale of home. 
grown wheat, and so forth. 

Under such wide protection the flour 
milling industry is gradually getting back 
to the full strength of its resources in 
production and employment. What that 
means is reflected in the declining figures 
of imported flour for the past few years.

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WENTY years ago there was no such 
thing as an Irish insurance com- 
pany financed entirely by Irish capital 
and controlled entirely by Irish officials. 
To-day there are a number of companies 
in the lrish Free State which are inde- 
pendent of outside interests, and the 
amount of home business which they 
handle grows steadily from year to year. 

It has been computed that about one- 
fifth of the Irish Free. State insurance 
goes to Irish Free State companies. In 
insurance, possibly more than in any other 
undertaking, it is essential that the con- 
tractors enjoy the confidence of . their 
public. 

Confidence in Irish insurance companies 
has been developing since ‘they first went 
into business, and there is every reason to 
predict that, with the steady growth oí 
this confidence, the proportion of home 
business which the se will tend to 
increase considerably. 

Very strong positions have been built 

up by the leading companies with head- 
quarters in Ireland, some of them hand- 
ling incomes running into hundreds of 
thousands of pounds, while the capital 
runs in the direction of the million pounds 
mark.

stitution itself for holding these anti-monastic 
clauses to be completely gone, Article 2 of 
the Constitution: state that all powers of 
government and all authority, islative, 
executive and judicial, were derived from the 
people of Ireland.

It was well 
understood that no law was brought forward 
by Article 73 of the Constitution which the 
Oireachtas itself could not have enacted, and 
the Oireachtas could not have enacted these 
anti-monastic laws. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that Article 8 
did not suggest that any discrimination 
shonid be made between one religion and 
another. There was not a word about an 
overwhelming Catholic population in it. 

Mr, Gavan Duffy said that the original 
statute was against Catholic Orders and not 
against anyone else. :

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he was of 
opinion that the bequest to the Jesuit Order 
was not illegal by virtue of the Acts of 
George IV. and 7 and 8 Victoria. Section 
5 of the Government of Ireland Act, 1920, 
provided that any existing enactment by 
which any penalty, disadvantage or disability 
was imposed on account of religious belief, or 
on a member of any religious Order as such, 
should from the ‘‘ appointed day ” cease to 
have effect in Ireland. In his opinion, in the 
absence of any repeal in Ireland, that section 
applied to the present matter. It was very 
consistent with the spirit and tone of Article 
8 of the Constitution, which he might describe 
as the freedom of conscience Article. 

Mr. Overend contended that the bequest of 
the residue to the Jesuit Order was void, 
because there was nothing in the will to 
compel them to devote the gift to a charitable 
purpose. 

Mr. Justice Jéhnston—The words of the 
will are: “ for the absolute use and benefit of 
the Jesuit Order in Ireland.”
